The closest 
reference, Yun et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,791,992), teaches of an earliest deadline first 
queue system comprising a register, a comparator and a controller, but fails to teach of 
each stage comprising a temporary register, a permanent register, 1^*, 2"'', and 3"^ 
comparators and 1®' and 2"*^ multiplexors.
